DEPLORES LOSS ON LUSITANIA; 
ASKS FURTHER DISCUSSION. 


BERLIN, via The Hague, May 30.—The text of the German reply to the American note regarding the 
Lusitania and other incidents, as made public here today, follows: — 


“ The undersigned has the honor to 
submit to Ambassador Gerard the fol- 
lowing answer to the communication 
of May 15 regarding the injury to 
American interests through German 
submarine warfare: 

“ The imperial government has sub- 
jected the communication of the Amer- 
ican government to a thorough inves- 
tigation. It entertains also a_ keen 
wish to co-operate in a frank and 
friendly way in clearing up a possible 
misunderstanding which may have 


_ arisen in the relations between the two 


governments through the events men- 
tioned by the American government. 

“ Regarding, firstly, the cases of the 
American steamers Cushing and Gulf- 
light: The American embassy has al- 
ready been informed that the German 
government has no intention of sub- 
mitting neutral ships in the -war zone, 
which are guilty of no hostile acts, to 


attacks by submarines or airships. 


On the contrary, the German forces 
have repeatedly been instructed most 
specifically to avoid attacks on such 


ships.

Such administration officials contend

Some Take Middle Ground. 

Between these extreme views there is a 
niddlie ground occupied by some mem- 
vers of the cabinet. They advocate ac- 
reptance of the German proposal! to in- 
vestigate the facts relating to the Lusi- 
ania tragedy upon the express condition 
that Berlin shall agree to the cessation 
*f submarine attacks on merchant ships 
thile the discussion is in progress. If 
rermany should refuse to make this con- 
session, they would have the American 
yovernment decline to discuss the Lua!- 
‘ania case and act on the assumption that 
3erlin is unwilling to respect American 
"ights. 

Many administration offictals are of the 
opinion that the United States cannot 
‘onsent to further investigation of the 
‘aisitania case without humiliation. Ac- 
teptance of the German suggeation would 
se a confession of doubt that the president 
tossessed the facts when he made his de- 
mands and a repudiation of Customs Col- 
ector Malone’s report that the Lusitania 
was unarmed. 

In regard to the report that the Luai- 
lania was armed, Collector Malone said 
bn May 8: 

“ This report Is not correct. The Lusi- 
fania was inspected before it salled, as 
hsual. No+eguns were found, mounted or 
ammounted. It sailed unarmed. No mer- 
thant ship would be allowed to arm in this 
bort and leave the harbor.”

Could Identify H—. 
I have been in the home of Mrs. May—

They warned 
me, as did a number of midwives, that I 
would get in bad some day. 

One night about ten years ago I came 
home rather late. I heard men’s voices 
in the alley in the rear of my house. I 
went out to see what it was about. There 
was an ice wagon standing in the rear of 
Mra. May's home. Mrs. May and two 
men were lifting a bundle into the ice 
wagon. I was suspiclousand went up to 
them. When they first saw me they were 
frightened. Then when the woman saw 
who it was she smiled rather ghastly and 
told me they were getting rid of a little 
girl who was “ unfortunate.” 

“What are you going to do with the 
body?’”’ I asked. 

“O, we've arranged to bury !t out in 
the prairie near Dunning,’’ replied one 
of the men as he jumped up on the seat 
and yanked the body under some tar- 
paulins. 

Blood Poison Deaths. 

Well, that body must have been dis- 
posed of as arranged, because I never 
heard any more about it. When you 
think of ft N’s easy. Several times after 
that I have been called to. Mrs. May’s 
home and to the homes of a number of 
other midwives when a girl upon whom 
at operation had been perfo was in 
danger of blood poisoning. They ne 
all a doctor untit blood poisoning begins, 
and then many times it is too late to save 
the victim. ; 

Thoée ignorant midwives know nothing 
of anatomy, and a girl is extremely lucky 
if she escapes with her life. Well, to get 
back to Mrs. May’s home. One night I 
went over there, and a young girl was 
dyivg in terrible agony. Nothing could 
save her. I asked Mrs. May what she 
intended to do. She told me not to worry, 
because she had things fixed. Then she 
told me she had an arrangement with an 
undertaker who would get a permission 
from the board of health to bury the girl. 

That is just the thing she did. The 
next day I made it a point to watch the 
undertaker’s shop. The coffin was placed 
in the hearse in the rear of the shop and 
a cab with some fake mourners was stand- 

ing in front. 

The health commissioner’s man would 
give the undertaker a permit to bury the 
body, and if the coroner’s office got wise, 
then they would have to split with him. 

This may sound queer to you, but it is 


Investigations, pharmacologists have! 
proven that none of the medicines do 
what is claimed for them.

One midwife out on Indiana avenue now 
buried a body in a cemetery out on the 
south side with the aid of her negro serv- 
ant. They put the body in a carriage, 
drove up beside the cemetery fence, dug 
a hole in a private lot in the cemetery, 
and buried the girl's body. Now there is 
not one chance ina thousand of the body 
ever being discovered. 

Then they drove away. | 

Out of every twenty-five girle and wom- 
ren who disappear in Chicago every yéar, 
eight of them die because of an illegal 
operation, and those eight girls are dis- 
posed of by one of the methods which I 
have mentioned. Twenty-five per cent of 
the women in Chicago areregular visitors 
to abortion parlors. 

Thousands of women iearn how to per- 
form this operation themselves. Many 
times women who resort to the practice 
themselves fall a victim to their own care- 
lessness. Then when blood poison eets in 
they visit a doctor. Numerous times 
these women die, and many times the doc- 
tor is blamed for performing the opera- 
tion. This is just the reason why I am 
spending my last days behind these stone 
walls. This woman whom I am charged 
with murdering came to my office one 
week after she had performed an opera- 
tion on herself.

They told me not 
to give a cent and they would free me. I 
gave those two lawyers $1,200 as a fee.

When my trial came up they assured 
me that it would be all right.

Heve those lawyers were in the plot to 
send me to prison. 

Just before my trial began a man from 
the state’s attorney’s office told me he

I had confidence in my attorneys then 


and refused him the money. 


‘All right; when you are in Joliet,”’ he 
said, ‘“‘just remember that you had a 
chance to beat the case and was too 
stingy to do it.’’ 

Before being sent to prison I had an in- 
come of about $5,000 on some insurance 
and some property. I left that in the hands 
of K—. Just as sure as 1 am alive I 
have never received but one installment 
of $1,500 of that income for eight years. 
Those lawyers are deliberately stealing 
that money, and they have never an- 


swered the dozens of letters I have sent 


them demanding it. 


Little Science Required. 
‘There is little science required to per- 
form an abortion. That is the reason 
£0 many ignorant persons become mid- 
wivesjin Chicago. When a girl first goes 
to them they/give her some tansy, ergot, 
pennyroyal extract, a solution of car- 
bolic acid, or any one of the numerous 
drugs that any child can buy. 

One favorite remedy is to take a table- 
spoonful of sugar and pourina teaspoon- 
ful of turpentine. Then the girl swal- 
lows the dose.. If it doesn’t work then she 
tries it again. Sometimes girls swallow 
a pint of turpentine, in different doses, of 
course, Sometimes it works. Sometimes 
it kills. Brgot is the favorite remedy. 
Occasionally it works Many times it 
kills or injures for life. Then the car- 
bolic acid spray is used in many cases, 
and most of the time this remedy abso- 
lutely ruins the girl.

If the 
disgrace were taken away from the birth 
of an illegitimate child {t would cut down 
the crime of abortion one-half. Then 
educate the girls and keep them from 
stumbling over. the pitfalls of ignorance,

Miss Adams to Help. 

Miss Kate J. Adams, former superin- 
tendent of Coulter house, a refuge for 
unfortunate girls, was the first socia! 
worker to volunteer to aid In gathering 
the kind of information that the legis- 
lature and the city council will require 
in formulating laws to meet the situ- 
ation. 

Miss Adams, who now is working on 
legislation for the protection of women, 
said that in her opinion a canvass of the 
inmates of such rescue institutions as 
the Beulah home, the Florence Critten- 
ton Anchorage, the Salvation Army Res 
cue and Maternity home and the Found- 
lings’ home would furnish some evidence 
regarding the experiences of girls before 
they were received by the institutions. 

In this view she was supported by the 
superintendents of the institutions named, 
some of whom pointed out, however, that 
girls who had abortions performed some- 
times steadfastly refused to divulge the 
names of the doctors or midwives who 
did the work. ; 


“Got It at a Drug Store.” 

“ Often a girl told me she liad * taken 
something,’ and that she ‘ got it ata drug 
store,’ ’ said Miss Adams. “ Usually the 
stuff did not do what the girl expected of 
it. Most girs feel pretty desperate, and 
not only consider abortion but suicide 
after they find themselves om the way to 
becoming mothers. I believe a heart to 
heart talk with all the girls in the mater- 
nity homes would help to bring out evi- 
dence of who is doing the work in Chi- 
cago, and I shall be glad to get what evi- 
dence I can and to testify before any In- 
vestigating committee.” 

Samuel P. Thrasher, superintendent of 
the Committee of Fifteen, said that he will 
bring the abortion crusade to the atten- 
tlon of the directors of the organization 
at a meeting next week. 


Nance in Line. 

Ald. Murray announced that at tomore 
row night's meeting of the council he will 
introduce a resolution asking that the 
health committee be instructed to investi- 
gate conditions and recommend an ordi- 
narce which will put the clamps on the 
business of deluding and destroying 
women.

health committee, who is due to return to

For those who remain with us from the great 


armies which marched and fought and bivouacked 
tnrough the long years of-our civil conflict this day 
is a day of unquenchable memories.

It 
has been said often and truly enough that the evils 
of warfare ought not to be hid behind its glory, and 
to counteract this error ardent advocates of peace 
are now for painting only the physical agonies, the 
moral excesses and material Josses of war. A play

BASEBALL POOLS FLOURISH 
IN BLUE ISLAND SALOONS. 


Investigators Report They Found 
One Place Where Weekly Busi- 
ness of $5,000 Was Done. 


Baseball pools similar in operation to 
those closed tm Chicago have been run- 
ning wide open and on a comparatively 
large scale in Blue leland. Investigators 
sent out by the Citizens’ association found 
one saloon in which a weekly business of 
$5,000 was done. Specific instances are 
cited in a letter sent to Sheriff John E.
